Implied Fraud 


The San Francisco Chronicle last week 
reported that the State Senate Interim 
Cemmittee on Business and Professions 
was considering legislation regulating the 
publication of tip sheets. Two measures 
under consideration would require the li- 
censing of sellers, would fix the maximum 
price for a sheet at $1, and would re- 
quire that the publishers print on the 
sheet their true name and address. 

San Francisco police officials told the 
ccmmittee that they had seen tip sheets 
published by one individual but contain- 
ing entirely different selections for the 
same set of races. 

“We feel this is implied fraud.” said 
Inspector Al Arnaud, “but we have found 
no complaints against them by buyers. 
Ii seems to be a characteristic of the 
peculiar breed that buys them.”

No Exsceusa

When Johnny arrived in Florida last 
November he promptly informed Horace 
Wade, director of racing at Gulfstream 
Park, that he had a colt in his barn which 
would be a real contender in the Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap. When he told 
Wade it was *Meeting. Wade nodded 
and said, “Fine, Johnny.” 

“I thought the man was crazy,” Wade 
said last week. “This was a horse that had 
never showed a thing. He was the nearest 
thing to an equine vacuum cleaner I'd 
seen—always far back eating dust.” 

Wade could not be blamed for doubting 
Sceusa’s reasonableness. The horse had 
run 3 times for Sceusa, at Hawthorne and 
Sportsman’s Park, and hadn’t been close. 
*Meeting’s first 4 races in Florida made 
Wade even more doubtful. The horse, 
never closer than sixth, had been to the 
post at odds of 114-1, 105-1, 173-1, 160-1. 

It was in that fourth race. on the grass. 
at 160-1, that *Meeting suddenly started 
to come to form. He broke badly but made 
the lead turning for home against *Ste- 
phanotis and a field of first-class grass 
horses. His early efforts proved too much, 
however, and he finished sixth. 

“That was a race he could have won,” 
Sceusa said. “He had a lot of bad luck, he 
wasn’t prepared for the start. he’d been 
fractious and tough to load. and there 
wasn’t much the boy could do. It was his 
own fault. But he ran himself a race. When 
it was over I knew he was ready to sur- 
prise a lot of people.” 

Next time out, on the dirt. *Meeting 
broke on the lead and won by 7 lengths 
at 144 miles. Sceusa entered him in the 
McLennan Handicap at Hialeah February 
8. and *Meeting finished seventh after 
running third for half a mile. In his next 
2 races, on the grass, *Meeting really 
began to run. He finished second in an 
allowance race February 17, won easily 
February 26. He was a fit horse for the 
Hialeah Turf Handicap March 4.

and never looked back. The horse led 
every step of the way, won by 5 lengths. 
and ran the 1144 miles in 2:2744, a new 
track record. The horse that had been 
160-1 against a similar field one month 
previously went off at 4-1 in the Turf 
Handicap. He won $72,750. 


Sceusa purchased *Meeting for owner 
W. L. McKnight in April, 1957. The pur- 
chase was made through Manuel Giberga, 
owner and trainer of the Santa Barbara 
Stable, and the price was $25,000. The 
Chilean-bred horse, foaled July 24, 1953. 
had raced 10 times in South America and 
had never been out of the money. 

Sceusa had rough going with *Meeting 
from the start. He was working the horse 
on Washington Park’s training track in 
May when *Meeting became rank. The 
boy snatched him, and the horse reared, 
fracturing a fibula. He did not get to the 
races until October 8 at Hawthorne. 

“T always felt he would come along 
eventually,” Sceusa said. “I figured he 
merely needed orientation. Everything in 
America was strange to him, the small 
paddocks, the starting gate. He was rank 
much of the time; it would take a while to 
overcome that. 

“We got all the co-operation in the 
world from the starters. They gave us 
plenty of time. We’ve finally got him 
schooled, but he’s still a little tough to 
load.” 

It had been reported that McKnight had 
wanted to get rid of *Meeting but that 


Sceusa had insisted on giving the horse 
more time. 

“That’s not true,” Sceusa said. “Mr. 
McKnight leaves the operation of the 
stable entirely in my hands. The disposi- 
tion of *Meeting was up to me and no 
one else. There was never a question of 
selling him. I never lost faith in this horse, 
not for a minute.” 


As Sceusa predicted last November. 
*Meeting indeed will be a factor in the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap March 22. 

In his best races * Meeting has broken on 
the lead and run away from his field. 
Sceusa feels, however, that he can come 
from behind if necessary. 

“T believe this horse will run his own 
race, depending on the way it falls. He 
doesn’t need any particular advantage.” 


Big and Hungry 


*Meeting is a playful horse. As Sceusa 
opened the screen to his stall in Barn K 
at Gulfstream he promptly started nipping 
at his trainer. Sceusa laughed. “C’mon 
honey, c’mon sweetheart. Don’t you bite.” 

Sceusa stepped away and *Meeting 
thrust his head as far out of the stall 
as he could, trying to reach stablehands 
walking horses under the shed. 

“He’s very docile,” Sceusa said. “Actual- 
ly he’s as well mannered as a horse can 
be. He just likes attention. Wonderful 
doer, never misses an oat. He cries for 
his feed—he’s the alarm clock around 
here in the morning.” 

*Meeting is handsomely conformed. He 
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Silky Sullivan was not as far back as usual in the Santa Anita Derby, but he had to make up plenty of ground. The top 


photo shows the Derby field with 44, furlengs to go. 


Silky Sullivan (circled) is last, about 24 lengths behind the

is deceptively big—so smoothly made 
that he appears small. He is essentially 
a grass horse, but has proved he can run 
on the dirt. His victory in the Turf 
Handicap was taken as a matter of course 
by his trainer. 

“The only thing that surprised me was 
that he wasn’t the favorite off his last 
race, the way he came back after it, kick- 
ing and playing. He trained up to the 
stake so well there wasn’t any question in 
my mind he’d win it.” 

There are 15 horses in Sceusa’s stable 
and Johnny is especially pleased with 
Cy’s Son, a 2-year-old colt by Citation; 
Tom Vix. a 2-year-old colt by Tom Fool; 
Cequillo, a 2-year-old *Princequillo filly; 
a 3-year-old maiden, Le Mieux. by *Ni- 
zami II. 

The trainer was eagerly awaiting the 
arrival of a 3-year-old filly named *Munch 
which was shipped here from England 
March 9. *Munch won 5 of 6 races last 
year, and with a seven-pound advantage. 
handed Rich and Rare the only defeat 
of her campaign. (Rich and Rare herself 
was bought last week by Louis J. Wolf- 
son’s Flamingo Farm Stable.) 

“She’s beaten colts and carried top 
weight in most of her races,” Sceusa said. 
“She’s a grand filly, good-sized and _per- 


fectly sound, according to the vet’s report.”

Round Table in Florida 


Round Table on March 10 was flown 
to Florida to run in the 114-mile Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap on March 22, and 
Bold Ruler was declared out of the race 
because of leg trouble. 

Concerning the Kerr Stable’s decision 
to run at Gulfstream rather than accept 
134 pounds for the 134-mile San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap, won March 11 by 
Promised Land, Travis M. Kerr had 4 
statement for the press: 


The decision to pass up the Capistrano came 
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about for 2 major reasons. First, the race was 
too far at this time of the year for a horse with a 
campaign ahead at shorter distances . . . It sim- 
ply would be poor timing to send him the long 
distance now, then drop him back to the shorter 
distances, as for instance the 1,5 miles of the 
Californian. The time to race Round Table at 
cup distances would be in New York in the fall 
of the year as a climax to his year’s campaign. 

] wish to state absolutely and flatly that the 
top weight of 134 pounds given Round Table for 
the Capistrano had not the slightest thing to do 
with our decision to pass the stakes and race in 
Florida. When the weights first came out, our 
trainer, Bill Molter, said at the time we were 
seriously considering accepting. And I can say 
both myself and Molter have gone over the weights 
several times and always the answer came out the 
same racing secretary and handicapper Jimmie 
Kilroe treated us fairly. I believe Kilroe is one 
of the great racing secretaries of all time, and 
that he could compliment Round Table with 134 
pounds is a great tribute to a good race horse. 

But the distance is something else again, and 
while we have nothing against a mile and 6 fur- 
longs, may I repeat, if it were in the fall of the 
year instead of the beginning of a major spring 
and summer season it would be quite a different 
thing. 


Trainer James Fitzsimmons said Bold 
Ruler’s left fore leg, twisted in a work- 
out a few days before Hialeah Park’s 
Widener Handicap, continued to be 
touchy. He said that. although the leg 
did not seem to trouble Bold Ruler very 
much during his morning work, it fre- 
quently filled over night, and he did not 
wish to take a chance with the colt’s fu- 
ture by pushing him into the Gulfstream 
Handicap when he was not absolutely fit. 


CALIFORNIA 
A Quicker Silky 


Los AnGELEs. To the long list of Sulli- 
vans who became famous in sports, you 
can add the name of Silky Sullivan. The 
mighty stretch-runner made a shambles of 
the Santa Anita Derby to convince 61,123 
admiring fans that he was the best Cali- 
fornia-bred since Swaps. 

Before the Derby there were some mis- 
givings about Silky. One of his owners, 
Phil Klipstein, who is 76 and has been 
racing Thoroughbreds since 1916, doubted 
whether Silky could give away some 30 
lengths, as he had been doing in earlier 
races, and still whip a real good horse. 
While others marveled at Silky’s fantas- 
tie finishes—last quarters in :2234 and 
23 on “off” tracks—they wondered how 
he would stack up against the East’s best 
3-year-olds, 

There were some answers in the Santa 
Anita Derby. Silky, much closer to the 
pace than usual, smothered his field to 
win, eased up in the last 30 yards, by 314 
lengths. His time, over a track that was 
slow for the first race, good for the second, 
and called fast for the Derby, was 1:4924. 
Actually, the track was not quite fast; it 
might best be described as “dead.” 

In the Santa Anita Derby Silky was a 
‘op-notch, workmanlike horse, getting his 
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a half-sister to Colonel O’F, Noble Impulse, and Parnassus, foaled a bay filly 
by Bull Lea at Spendthrift Farm on February 26. She has been bred to Nashua. 


job done in murderous fashion. His per- 
formance was totally different from his 
earlier races, in which he loitered about 
2 counties out of it, then closed with an 
explosive rush that either won or lost it 
all in the last jump. 

Races of this kind were something to 
see, and they made Silky the most pop- 
ular drawing card Santa Anita ever had, 
but owner Klipstein was right when he 
said performances like this didn’t beat 
real top horses. The “new” Silky was so 
ruthless, so efficient that he actually rob- 
bed the Santa Anita Derby of some of its 
expected thrills. 

Fans who had read about Silky for 
weeks jammed the track to see the mus- 
cular beauty stage his dynamic finish. 
But for TV, Santa Anita surely would 
have broken its all-time record attendance 
of 83,000. 

Instead of a heart-stopping finish that 
left everyone limp, Silky had the Derby 
wrapped up at the head of the stretch. 
Silky’s other owner, Tom Ross, who has 
a bit of heart trouble, watched the race, 
and was as healthy as anyone when it was 
all over. 

This time Silky stayed closer to the 
early pace. By timing him separately at 
PPL LLLP DW WT NE DO

each pole and allowing a length for each 
fifth of a second between his time and 
that of the pace-setter, the Santa Anita 
management estimated that the greatest 
distance Silky ever was back of the leader 
was 19 lengths at the five-eighths-pole. In 
other races he had been 30 to 35 lengths 
away. Daily Racing Form, however, held 
that the system was in error because the 
allowance of a length for each fifth of a 
second was for a horse in full stride, 
whereas Silky Sullivan always traveled a 
bit slower than that through the early 
stages of a race. Chart-caller Al Willig 
estimated that Silky had been 281% 
lengths off the pace, and his paper said 
that the film patrol showed Willig more 
accurate than were the track’s private 
clockers. 

In any event, Silky was closer to the 
pace, and you can understand why the 
San Francisco Examiner’s sport columnist, 
Prescott Sullivan, greeted trainer Reggie 
Cornell with this remark when he came 
up to the press box: “Well, you loused up 
the race!” 

Cornell, who deserves all credit for de- 
veloping Silky, has transformed an awk- 
ward, lazy, growthy colt into a smooth- 
running powerhouse which is apt to run 
right over any 3-year-old in the country. 

At the start of the Santa Anita Derby, 
there was no indication that a “new” Silky 
Sullivan was in the making. He broke 
with the field, and then dropped out of 
it, as is his custom. Willie Shoemaker did 
nothing at all to hurry him, as Warner 
Ranch’s Aliwar stepped into command, 
with Old Pueblo 2 lengths away. 

After going a half, Silky was 28 lengths 
back, according to the chart, and 17 
lengths behind by time calculators. Some- 
thing between the 2 might be about right. 
In either case, this was pretty close up 
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. John W. Hanes’ and Leslie Combs II’s Obedient, a sister to General Staff and 
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for Silky, and those of us who were fa- 
miliar with his style of running could see 
then that his strategy had been changed. 

In the walking ring before the race, 
Cornell had instructed Shoemaker to 
“shake the bit when you reach the half- 
mile-pole, and see if he responds; he'll 
tell you when he’s ready.” Willie did, and 
Silky was ready. He came alive, took off 
like a rocket and caught his field much 
sooner than usual. Mid-way around the 
turn, Shoemaker had to make up his mind 
whether to go around the stragglers. or 
save ground along the rail. 

“Silky made the choice.” Shoe said 
later. “He picked the inside—I just went 
along for the ride.” 

At any rate, Silky cut the corner at the 
quarter-pole, then went to the outside of 
Aliwar and Old Pueblo. At that point. 
when he straightened out for the drive to 
the wire, he was 6 to 8 lengths behind 
Aliwar. Before reaching the eighth-pole. 
he had passed Old Pueblo and was a 
length behind Aliwar. He drew out rapid- 
ly, leaving no doubt of his superiority. In 
the last 10 yards, his stablemate, Harcall, 
shoved his head in front of Aliwar to gain 
place honors, with Old Pueblo finishing 
fourth, 5 lengths behind Silky. 

Harcall, trained by Wayne Stucki, 
raced as an entry with Silky because he 
is owned by Mrs. Elsie Ross. wife of Tom 
Ross and boss of the El See stable. She 
paid $1,400 for Harcall, a son of Call Bell, 
at a dispersal sale held by Mrs. A. W. 
Ryan in 1956. 

Silky and Harcall ran 1-2 in the Golden 
Gate Futurity last fall, and at that time 
Cornell predicted they would be 1-2 again 
in the Santa Anita Derby. 


Cornell said there were 3 factors re- 
sponsible for the change in Silky’s man- 
ner of running. 


“Shoemaker made the big difference,” 
Reggie said. “He just has a way with a 
horse. He got acquainted with Silky in 
that last race and on the day he worked 
him, and he understands him now.” 

Next, in Cornell’s opinion, was the fact 
that Silky was given a long, slow warm- 
up before the race. Reggie. who has been 
training horses since he was 15 and was 
the youngest trainer ever licensed in Can- 
ada, said that he changed Silky’s routine in 
the mornings. 

“I’ve been giving him longer. slower 
works, with plenty of steady gallops. That 
can put more speed in a horse than you 
imagine.” 

He added that Silky had a tremendous 
appetite, and for 3 days before the Derby 
the colt had been muzzled between regular 
feedings to prevent him from filling up on 
too much hay. “I’m going to let him eat 
like a horse now for several days.” Reggie 
said, “and it'll do me good, too. I think I'll 
go over and watch him.”

Klipstein, a cattleman from Bakersfield, 
and Ross. a lumberman from Oregon, have 
been partners in a racing stable for a 
half-dozen years. They are among the 
most popular figures in California racing. 
and both would much rather race at home 
than elsewhere. But when Silky Sullivan 
developed so well they decided to give the 
colt his chance in the 3-year-old classics 
in the East. They first thought of sending 
him, along with 5 or 6 stablemates, to 
Gulfstream Park for the Florida Derby on 
March 29, and then on to Churchill Downs 
for the Kentucky Derby on May 3. If 
Silky ran well in those races. he’d remain 
in the East for the Preakness and Belmont 
stakes. But at the last moment they de- 
cided to forget the Florida race in favor 
of the one-mile Oakland Handicap, April 
19 at Golden Gate Fields. After that it’s 
Churchill Downs. Harcall also has been 
named for the Kentucky Derby. Preakness, 
and Belmont Stakes. 

Asked how Silky would fare in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Cornell said, “All I know is 
that this is the best horse I’ve ever nom- 
inated.” 

Harry Silbert, Shoemaker’s agent, was 
asked if Willie would ride Silky in the 
Kentucky Derby and other races in the 
East. 

“We're going with him all the way.” 
Harry said. “Silky will beat any 3-year- 
old in America.”

Silky Sullivan, the new darling cf California 
racing patrons, ran as an entry with Harcall in 
the Santa Anita Derby, first race of the season 
for 3-year-olds at 1% miles on the West Coast. 
and the entry was favored at 115-100. Silky ran 
even better than expected, and Harcall’s surprise 
second provided a higher pay-off in the place pool 
than in the straight pool. 

Aliwar led for 8% furlongs of the Derby, with 
Old Pueblo second. Silky Sullivan, not as far 
back as usual, had to make up only about 11 
lengths in the stretch. He caught the leaders 
about 50 yards from the finish, and won by 3% 
lengths. Harcall got to Aliwar in the last strides. 

Time was 1:4996, 235 seconds over the track 
record but only three-fifths of a second slower than 
the stakes record, set by Your Host in 1950. Silky 
Sullivan put together quarters of :26, :2336, :24, 
:23%. with a last furlong in :12%%. 

Disappointment of the Derby was Old Pueblo. 
which was all out to hold fourth place, 5 lengths 
behind the winner. Eddie Arcaro, who has ridden 
Old Pueblo in all his races this winter, said, “This 
horse definitely has tailed off from what he was.

I think he’s a tired horse. He has plenty of heart, 
and he'll give you everything he’s got, but he 
didn’t have it today.”

AIKEN,

A1ken, S. C. A cold rain whipped 
through Aiken, trailing snow that swept 
from the Mississippi delta to the North- 
east. The next day, Sunday, was cold and 
dark. 

The sun came out on Monday. but it 
didn’t bring much heat with it. When 
dawn broke the mercury just managed to 
get up above 10 degrees. At 10 o'clock, it 
was 25 degrees, by noon about 30. The 
Aiken mile training track, one of the 
finest anywhere, kept its frozen crust 
throughout it all. Trainers stood around 
hoping for better work weather. 

Some exercised their animals lightly 
on a grass field. Others waited until mid- 
afternoon. A few persevering trainers 
worked the horses on the track, the last 
coming off around 5 o’clock. The mer- 
cury by then was plunging again. 

This day—February 17—had been an 
extreme example of the type of weather 
that had plagued winter training in this 
most unusual year. The Canadian air 
masses had dealt thin-blooded South Caro- 
lina some severe blows, just as they had 
the entire country, including Florida. The 
point is, though, that even when the tem- 
peratures were their lowest it was possible 
for the patient trainers to exercise their 
horses. This has always been the boast of 
this state’s winter training centers. 

Veteran trainer Bert Williams, who 
shipped into Aiken on February 15 with 
15 horses from the stable of Clifford 
Lussky, had not been able to get on the 
track at Lexington, Ky., for some 21 days. 

Unquestionably, the weather has slowed 
training here. Horses are not likely to 
leave in the condition and state of readi- 
ness they usually enjoy. But most should 
be pretty fit. 

As a matter of fact, this has been one 
of the busiest seasons in some years for 
the Aiken training establishment, which is 
leased and run by William Post. Whereas 
there was an empty barn or two around 
last year, they all are taken this winter. 
although there are a few empty stalls here 
and there. A total of 218 horses camped 
here, pushing capacity pretty hard. The 
extreme cold in the North, the fact that 
Belmont and Aqueduct were closed, and 
the stall situation in Florida probably 
contributed to the increased business here. 
There were only 137 head last winter. 

Aiken regulars, such as Greentree’s John 
M. Gaver, have been joined by returnees 
from past seasons—James Maloney and 
Francis Bellhouse, for example—and new- 
comers, such as Sid Greene of Eugene 


Constantin’s stable. These men are testi. 
mony that winter training away from the 
races is not dying. South Carolina—ip. 
cluding the other Thoroughbred centers 
at Columbia, Camden, Holly Hill, Clover, 
and St. Matthews—had about as many 
horses this winter as in its hey-day, before 
the advent of big winter racing. 

Aiken is the oldest of the state’s Thor. 
oughbred centers, having been favored by 
the Whitneys around the turn of the cen. 
tury. In many ways, it is the most beauti- 
ful, although Camden would certainly 
argue the point long and loudly. 

Aiken always has had a_ recognized 
starter on the scene to school the young 
horses at the gate. This year Bill Calvert, 
of the New England circuit, is serving. 

Post, who manages both the mile track 
and the old 5-furlong Whitney track. 
made no attempt to overlook the severity 
of this winter. “It’s the coldest I ever 
remember here,” said Post, whose family 
has been here since 1911. “We always 
have a few cold days, but never the con- 
tinuous cold we’ve had this year.” 

The 16th running of the Aiken Trials 
will be staged on Wednesday, March 19, 
This charity program is designed for 
the education of 2-year-olds and for tight- 
ening of older horses. 

The following survey includes all stables 
that spent the winter at Aiken, except the 
3-horse string of Abe Wolf, a local busi: 
ness man who does his own training: 


FRANCIS BELLHOUSE 


Son of a top steeplechase rider in 
France and himself one of the _ better 
steeplechase riders of his era, Francis Bell- 
house returned to Aiken this year with the 
F. Ambrose Clark horses after spending 
last winter in New York. Of English par 
entage, Bellhouse was born in France 49 
years ago. His father rode there for W. 
K. Vanderbilt and August Belmont. Bell- 
house first rode flat races in France. 
turning to jumpers in 1928 when he got a 
bit heavy. After a wartime tour as a guD- 
ner’s mate in the U. S. Navy (he was in 
the water for 18 hours after his ship 
was sunk at Leyte), Bellhouse changed 
from riding to training.

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OBITUARY 


William Ziegler Jr. 


William Ziegler Jr.. 66. prominent as a 
Thoroughbred breeder and owner for more 
than 30 years before his retirement from 
racing in 1954, died on March 3 at his 
home in New York City. He had been in 
poor health for several years. 

Son of George W. Brandt. a_half- 
brother of William Ziegler Sr.. Mr. Zieg- 
ler was named for his uncle, who adopted 
him when he was 5 years old. The elder 
Ziegler developed the formula for Royal 
baking powder, and established the Royal 
Baking Powder Company. When he died 
in 1905, he left his $16.000.000 estate to 
his adopted son. 

Mr. Ziegler attended Columbia and Har- 
vard Universities. As a freshman at Co- 
lumbia he wrote the score for a college 
musical show, and while at Harvard he 
produced a musical comedy, Adele, at the 
Longacre Theatre. After leaving college 
he continued his interest in the theater, 
backing many Broadway shows. 

During World War I Mr. Ziegler was 
executive secretary of the War Credit 
Board, and he later served as a company 
commander in the Motor Transport Corps 
of the Army. 

In 1929 he merged the Royal Baking 
Powder Company with several other lead- 


ing food manufacturers to form Standard 
Brands, Inc., and for many years he served 
on the firm’s board of directors. He was 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
American Maize Products Company, pres- 
ident of the Great Island Holding Com- 
pany. board chairman of the Huttig Man- 
ufacturing Company. a director of the 
Park Avenue Operating Company. and 
board chairman of the Realty Administra- 
tion Corporation. 

Throughout his life Mr. Ziegler was 
active in charity work, particularly among 
the blind. He was a director of the Na- 
tional Industries for the Blind, the Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness. and the 
Eye-Bank for Sight Restoration, and he 
founded E. Matilda Ziegler Foundation 
for the Blind. For many years he was sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Boys Clubs of 
America. 

Although he bred show shorses and polo 
ponies at his estate at Noroton, Conn.., it 
was not until the mid-1920’s that Mr. 
Ziegler became seriously interested in 
racing. His first good horse was Our Gen- 
eral. which won the 1924 Junior Champion 
Stakes and finished a nose behind Stimu- 
lus in the Pimlico Futurity. He acquired 
Espino, which became one of the country’s 
top 3-year-olds in 1926, when he won the 
Lawrence Realization and Saratoga Cup,

In 1929 Mr. Ziegler had one of the best 
older sprinters in Polydor, and the next 
year his 3-year-old Spinach earned $104. 
900 with victories in the Huron, Potomac, 
Havre de Grace Cup, and Riggs Handi. 
caps and the Latonia Championship. 

Our General. Espino, Polydor, and Spin- 
ach all were purchased from other breed- 
ers, but late in the 1920’s Mr. Ziegler 
bought the 460-acre Burrland Farm at 
Middleburg. Va. He built it into one of 
the best-equipped stud farms in the East, 
and with the exception of El Chico all of 
the top horses in his racing stable in the 
1930’s and 1940’s were home-breds. 

First outstanding horse bred by Mr. 
Ziegler was Espino’s daughter, Esposa, 
whose victories included the Whitney and 
Wilson Stakes, the Hawthorne Gold Cup, 
and the Scarsdale, Bowie, Lady Baltimore, 
Brandywine, Saratoga. Merchants’ and 
Citizens’, Empire City. Butler, and Cham- 
plain Handicaps. 

El] Chico, 1936. by John P. Grier—La 
Chica (dam of Planetoid, Miyako. and 
Chicuelo). was purchased at the Saratoga 
yearling sales for $2,700. He was the best 
2-year-old of 1938, winning all of his 7 
starts and earning $84,100. Mr. Ziegler 
turned down offers of $100.000 and $125.- 
000 but the colt failed to round into form 
at 3 and died later that year. Among his 
other good ones were Wait A Bit, one of 
the best handicap horses of the 1940's; 
Bounding Home. winner of the 1944 Bel- 
mont Stakes over Pensive; and General 
Court, Sumatra, Gridiron, Our Mat, Romp- 
ing Home, Belle d’Amour, Breezing Home, 
Transfizgure, Devalue, Esteem, Espino 
Gold. Royal Castle, and Bit 0’ Fate, each 
a stakes winner bred and raced by Mr. 
Ziegler. 

All of the Ziegler breeding stock was 
dispersed in 1950. The racing stable was 
maintained until 1954. Burrland was sold 
in 1955, reportedly for $275,000, to Miss 
Eleonora Sears, who now operates the 
farm. 

From 1925 through 1954, the Ziegler 
stable won 445 races and earned $1,611- 
837. The best year was in 1938, when the 
efforts of El Chico and Esposa lifted the 
stable to sixth place on the owners list. 
The stable ranked tenth in 1930 and 1944. 

Mr. Ziegler had been a member of The 
Jockey Club since 1938. His other clubs 
included the Racquet and Tennis, Union 
League, Brook, New York Yacht, Harvard, 
Columbia, and Meadowbrook. 

Survivors include Mrs. Helen Murphy 
Ziegler, his second wife; 3 daughters, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Lucas, Miss Barbara Ziegler, 
and Miss Helen Ziegler; a son, William 
Ziegler III; and 4 grandchildren.

Is it fair to omit weighing with the 
jockey such equipment as_ protective 
helmets? 


CASSIDY. The objection would be that 
the top weights. particulariy in handicaps, 
suffer the most. If a horse has 130 pounds 
on him, he is carrying, if you don’t weigh 
the helmet. approximately 133 pounds al- 
together with equipment that is not weigh- 
ed. So a horse carrying 133 should only 
be carrying 130. 

PHIPPS. Wouldn't a handicapper take 
that into consideration. though? You'd 
tell him. 

CASSIDY. ask the handicapper. 
Would you take that into consideration? 

KILROE. I think what we are doing is 
throwing our game out of line with past 
performances on which the whole thing is 
based when in one year you arbitrarily 
add 2 pounds to the weight that every 
horse carries and don’t say anything about 
it. 


CASSIDY. I think that could be over. 


come. 


KILROE. It should be on the record, 
If a horse carries that much weight, a 
man who’s a serious figure man will be 
confused considerably. 


CASSIDY. I think you could show on 
the records that the weight he is carrying 
today is so much in excess of the previous 
day. 

BRADY. What do they weigh? 

ARCARO. A pound and_ one-quarter. 


The other skull cap weighed almost one 
pound didn’t it? Mr. Rainey? 


RAINEY: Less than three-quarters—a 
half pound at the most. 

ARCARO. You had a light skull cap; 1 
never had one that light. I just want to 
tell you how serious the difference is in 
a pound and you will all agree with me 
that it would be worth it to let the riders 
check without it. Since we’ve made this 
thing mandatory. we haven’t had one skull

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accident which is over a period of 7 
months. Prior to that there were 28 deaths 
since Lloyds of London insured us. Now 
how long has that been. 

CASSIDY. 14 or 15 years. 

ARCARO. It has 28 on here, and I know 


there are more that aren’t on here. George 
Woolf was one. I think if they give that 
much protection, racing should let the 
riders check without the skull cap. I really 
believe that if Atkinson didn’t have that 
skull cap on out at Belmont Park, he 
wouldn’t be riding today. 

CASSIDY. I think so, too. 

ARCARO. It is a very serious problem 
and racing commissions all over the coun- 
try are talking about this added weight. 
But what they have to understand is that 
the horses always carry approximately 2 
pounds more than reported. They have 
been carrying about 2 pounds more and 
now it will be 3 or 314. The only differ- 
ence is that now you are bringing it to 
light, where before this nobody ever knew 
about it. 

CASSIDY. That’s right. 

ARCARO. Anytime a horse carries 30, 
as you say, he has actually 33 on him. 
Before he had probably 311% or 32 any- 
way. I heard Mr. Jacobs say over at Bel- 
mont Park that he wouldn’t run Searching 
because Mr. Kilroe put 29 on her and that 
would make her carry 32. 

KILROE. Take it easy, it was only 125. 

ARCARO. But he was making an an- 
nouncement of the added weight that she 
had to carry and he thought that you 
should have taken that into consideration, 
knowing about it. 

CASSIDY. I think your good point is in 
claiming that they have been carrying two- 
thirds of the excess weight they are pres- 
ently carrying without any public knowl- 
edge of it. As a matter of fact, we all know 
it, but never considered it being a prob- 
lem because it grew on us. I don’t see the 
difference or the value of making a hulla- 
baloo about adding a pound and _ one- 
quarter when you consider the fates of 
the riders up against it. Let’s have some 
expressions. Mr. Brady. 

BRADY. I’m not sure I have it straight, 
Marshall. You do or you don’t weigh 
them with it now? 

CASSIDY. You don’t. 

ARCARO. There are too many riders 
that unless we let them weigh without 
them, can’t ride. An added pound makes 
your rig a little heavier. Right now from 
stripped a rider weighs about 5 pounds less 
without it; it makes it 614. Myself, I gen- 
erally weigh around 107 or 108 stripped. 
Well, rigging 6, I can do 113 or 114 pounds. 
Put that added pound and one-half on me 
and you've got me up where you will have 
me in that steam box. I don’t want it; 
just about 75 per cent of the riders in 
the United States are reducing overtime

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anyway. They are taking off weight with 
steam or using some form or method, and 
that pound and one-half, as small as it 
sounds, is a big problem. 

DONOVAN. Marshall, it seems to me 
that this is an important question because 
in California this spring at the commis- 
sioners meeting this thing was discussed. 
The committee reported on it and they 
came to no conclusion. It was finally left 
up to the Jockeys’ Guild to come in with 
some recommendation because there was 
such a conflict of opinion whether it should 
be included in the weight or whether it 
shouldn’t. Maybe I am a bit confused on 
this, but it seems to me a simple thing 
inasmuch as practically all states make it 
mandatory now. Don’t they, Eddie? 

ARCARO. We ask them to use it on a 
trial basis. We want to see how much pro- 
tection it will give us. 

DONOVAN. If it hasn’t been made 
mandatory, it soon will be. It is going in 
that direction now. If a boy weighs in 
without a skull cap, it seems to be a simple 
matter to include it on the program. Each 
race and every jockey and every boy riding 
in that race—the whole thing is public 
information anyway—that’s the purpose 
behind it, that every boy riding in a race 
is riding with a protective helmet which 
weighs a pound and one-quarter or what- 
ever it weighs. It could very well be in a 
matter of a few years some other material

could come up and be developed that is of 
the same strength but is lighter. 
ARCARO. We are working on that right 


now. 


DONOVAN. I think that an expression 
following Mr. Hanes’s suggestion from 
this group in view of the confusion in the 
minds of the commissioners in California 
this year, will be of some assistance be- 
cause I know they, the commissioners. 
haven’t resolved what this rule should be. 


CASSIDY. Are there any objections to 
the proposal that they not be included jn 
the weight as they go through the scales 
either before or after the race? 

MANFUSO. Mr. Cassidy, if the helmet 
is mandatory, it doesn’t make any differ. 
ence in my opinion, but if it isn’t manda. 
tory. it would make a difference. 

CASSIDY. Then you haven’t any ob. 
jection ? 

MANFUSO. As Eddie says, it is volun. 
tary mandatory now, isn’t it? 

ARCARO. Yes. it is running on a trial 
basis, but it’s mandatory in most states, 
New York’s ruling let’s you duck around 
it, but Mr. Cassidy and Mr. Rainey asked 
the riders to wear it on a trial basis to 
see if it did have the safety factor that 
we think it has. 

CASSIDY. They are all wearing them. 

ARCARO. Yes, but only because you 
asked us to. Now if it was mandatory for 
these riders to check with the helmet, they 
have the preference under the New York 
rule to wear just a skull cap. New York 
doesn’t say that you have to wear the safety 
helmet. 

MANFUSO. But what if I want a boy on 
my horse to ride without a helmet? 

ARCARO. You can’t do it in Maryland. 
They make it mandatory there. 

MANFUSO. I mean in New York. 

CASSIDY. No, Mr. Manfuso. They are

PERLMAN. Is it your intention in Ney 
York to make it mandatory after you have 
had a trial? 

CASSIDY. That’s up to the commission, 

PERLMAN. Oh, I see. I think Mr. Man. 
fuso’s point is a good one because right 
now here in New York if you decide not 
to use one you would have an advantage, 

ARCARO. The advantage is pretty 
slight. It’s only the difference between a 
half pound and a pound and one-quarter, 
and I don’t think Mr. Kilroe could get 
horses that close together. I think that 
they should when weighing a top-weighted 
horse. take into consideration that extra 
pound and one-half. 

MANFUSO. Mr. Cassidy. my thinking js 
that it should be mandatory, or it shouldn't 
be allowed. If it is mandatory and the 
weight of the helmet isn’t counted, why 
then you are in the clear. Whereas, if it 
is not mandatory, you certainly are opened 
up on handicaps over a distance of ground, 
It can make a considerable difference, but 
helmets should be mzndatory. They are 
not superfluous and have helped racing to 
eradicate one of its criticisms, lack of 
protection for the jocks. 

CASSIDY. I think this is important 
enough and I think it would have an in- 
fluence throughout the country. 

I think we should find out whether it is 
the concensus of opinion of this group that 
the wearing of helmets be made manda- 
tory. I think it is worth our time. Those 
who are in favor of making it mandatory

The Gulfstream Park Handicap of 1952 
had been one of Crafty Admiral’s first 
major victories, but he had the twin ad- 
vantages of light weight—1l14 pounds— 
and rather moderate opposition. He en- 
joyed neither of these advantages in the 
1953 renewal. He carried top weight of 
128 pounds, and he faced one of the 
toughest and most consistent horses in the 
handicap division—George D. Widener’s 
Battlefield (125). 

Crafty Admiral had started 4 times in 
1953 before the Gulfstream Park Handi- 
cap. He had been third to Spartan Valor 
in the 14¢-mile Tropical Handicap. con- 
ceding the winner 2 pounds, then had won 
successive victories in the Royal Palm and 
McLennan Handicaps, both at 114 miles. 
In the McLennan he carried top weight 
of 129 pounds, conceding 14 pounds to 
Oil Capitol, a pound to Spartan Valor, 
and 2 to One Count. In the longer Widener 
Handicap, however, he carried 131 pounds 
and tired badly in the last furlong 
to finish sixth to Oil Capitol (114). Alert- 
ed (126), Battlefield (123), How (113). 
and Happy Go Lucky (113), beaten 514 
lengths. 

Battlefield had warmed up for the big 
race of the Gulfstream meeting with a vic- 
tory in the 14¢-mile Appleton Handicap. 
In his previous stakes that winter he had 


finished second to Oil Capitol in the Palm 


Beach Handicap. beaten a head under top 
weight of 123 pounds, and was third in 
the Widener, beaten 2 heads by Oil Cap- 
itol and Alerted. 

Crafty Admiral was a slight favorite for 
the Gulfstream, going off at 1.95-1, with 
Battlefield second choice at 2.65-1. The 
lightly weighted Admiral’s Pride (107) 
set the pace, with Crafty Admiral about 2 
lengths back for 6 of the 10 furlongs. 
Battlefield was about 4 lengths behind 
him. 

Leaving the backstretch, jockey Ken 
Church urged Crafty Admiral. and Al 
Schmid], aboard Battlefield. also began 
his move. At the top of the stretch Crafty 
Admiral had collared the pacesetter. and 


Battlefield was third. about 2 lengths 
back. 
Battlefield reduced Crafty Admiral’s 


lead to a half-length at the eighth-pole. 
and at the sixteenth-pole it appeared he 
was going to take over. Battlefield’s charge 
suddenly flattened out. He stayed with 
Crafty Admiral, but he was unable to pass 
him, the Fighting Fox horse hanging on 
to score by a neck in 2:0045. second-fastest 
time posted in the stakes. 

Schmid] hopped off Battlefield and 
walked him back to the unsaddling en- 
closure. The horse took several lame steps 
after the jockey first dismounted, then 
walked more normally as he was led back 


to the stable area. He had hurt his right 
fore leg, however, and the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap was his last race. 
Crafty Admiral went on to another suc. 
cessful season, although his percentage 
was not as good as in 1952 because of his 
consistently high weight assignments and 
recurring ankle trouble. He won the New 
York and Olympic Handicaps and the 
Empire City Gold Cup, retiring at the end 
of the 1953 season with earnings of 
$499.200.
